REPORT SHOWS AVERAGE 
STOCK OF CASINGS HELD 
BY DEALERS HAS GAINED 


Special from A. D. N. Washington Bureau 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—The 
average stock of automobile and 
truck casings held by 22,347 deal- 
ers in the United States was 67 
as of October 1 last, a preliminary 
survey by the rubber division of 
the Department of Commerce dis- 
closed today. 

This average was nearly three 
tires per dealer larger than a year 
ago and ten casings greater than on 
October 1, 1927 

A total of 17,625 dealers reported 
399,920 high pressure tires in stock, 
or an average of 22 per dealer. Inner 
tubes held by dealers average 101, 
as compared with 107 a year ago. 

Statistics compiled by the govern- 
ment show that dealers are carry- 
ing more balloon tires than ever 
before. 

In the past, the average general 
stock has been slightly higher after 
tabulation of final returns than in 
the preliminary reports 

An analysis shows that this year

U.S. Rubber Consumption 


Declines 


TEW YORK, Oct. 16.—Con- 

sumption of crude rubber of 
all classes by manufacturers in the 
United States in the month of 
September is estimated at 34,707 
long tons, according to statistics 
compiled by the Rubber Manu- 
facturers’ Association. This com- 
pares with an _ estimated con- 
sumption of 38,274 long tons for 
the month of August. 

Total consumption of crude rub- 
ber by American manufacturers for 
the first nine months of this year 
is estimated at 383,814 long tons 
Consumption during the first nine 
months of 1928 was 331,790 long 
tons. 

These estimates are based on re- 
ports received by the Association 
from manufacturers who are esti- 
mated to represent 90 per cent. of 
the total consumption in the United 
States. 

The association estimates total 
domestic stocks of crude rubber on 
hand and in transit overland on

September 30 
compared with 90,769 long tons as 
of August 31. Crude rubber afloat 
for United States ports on Septem- 
ber 30 is estimated at 49,480 long 
tons, aS against 41.619 long tons

Imports of crude rubber of all 
classes into the United States dur- 
ing the month of September to- 
taled $2,515 lone tons, according 
to estimates issued by the Rubber 
Manufacturers Association.

V. L. Smithers of 
Service Company in Akron dis- 
cussed tires in regard to construc- 
tion with no recommendations as to 
which particular method was most 
satisfactory. He stated that there 
were many good methods of build- 
ing good tires and each method had 
its own individual advantages. 

“Today there are less variations 
in tire construction than before,” 
said Smithers, “the three types 
being best known as the high, 
round and squatty type. The first 
shows distortion on the side walls 
when inflated; the round type 
shows a uniform distortion under 
pressure, while the squatty type 
increases in height, although re- 
taining the same cross section. 

“In studying cord angles we find 
it considered important by some 
manufacturers and unimportant by 
others, the difference in angles used 
by the various companies being 
about ten degrees with an averag« 
at the crown of thirty-nine degrees 
there being no definite reason give 
tor such a wide variation.

He Moves His Used Cars

QRT SMITH, Ark., Oct. 
16.—Having solved its 
overhead problems on used 
cars by converting an open 


lot adjoining the company 
buildings here into a display 
room, the Ross Motor Com- 
pany, Dodge dealer, moves 
used cars rapidly by giving a 
bonus to salesmen on sales of 
slow cars, and by repainting 
and rejuvenating these auto- 
mobiles. 

Jack Rutherford Ross, manazer 
of the Ross Company, figures he 
handles 140 used cars to 100 new 
machines, for usually a used car 
is taken in on a new car sale, and 
sometimes when that used car is 
sold, another used car is accepted 
in part payment. It takes good 
management and good salesman- 
ship to keep these cars moving, 
and how Ross has contrived to 
do it makes a story of interest to 
other dealers. 

This manager's first move was to 
cut down overhead expenses by dis- 
ying the used cars on a lot ad- 
joining the company buildings. This 
lot very neatly arranged, has a 
fence around it and latticework on 
two sides. Trees in the parking are 
kept neatly trimmed and trunks are 
whitewashed. The used cars, pol- 
ished to best advantage, are ar-

Chicago, Oct. 16.—New car reg- 
istrations for Cook county for 
September were 8,208, as against 
7,429 for the same month Iast 
year, a gain of 10.4 per cent, It 
was the largest September in 
point of registration in the history 
of the industry in this county.

488. The preceding month Oak- 
land-Pontiac also led by a slight 
margin 

It is interesting to note that as in- 
dividuals Pontiac and Essex had 
losses as compared with September, 
1928, the former's 402 this year com- 
paring with 438 last and Essex list- 
ing 290 for 1929 and 351 for 1928 
Hudson had 203 this year, compared 
with 137 ast. and Oakland 95, com- 
pared with 25 in 1928. 

Chrysler-Plymouth came sixth 
with 450, just one car ahead of 
Chrysler's showing for September 
last year. Then came Packard in 
seventh position, the most advanced 
place held this year by this high 
grade product. Packard had 354, 
compared with 297 in 1928. 

Studebaker-Erskine was eighth, 
with 311, Studebaker registering 303 
and Erskine 8. Nash had 306 for 
ninth place, but, as was explained 
before, the approaching announce- 
ment of new models retarded sales 
Last year, in September, Nash had 


705. 

The Viking combina- 
tion goes forward, having 
had 272. compared with Oldsmo- 
bile’s 203 last year, a gain of 33.9 
per cent. Oldsmobile alone had 234 
and Viking registered 38. 

Cadillac-La Salle set a new all- 
time record in September, registra- 
tions having the largest listings of 
any month in the history of the 
Chicago branch. The duo did 251 
which compared with 181 in 1928, a 
gain of 38.7 per cent. Cadillac con- 
tributed 97, which compared with 87 
last year, while La Salle had 154, 
compared with 94 in 1928. 

Hupmobile came through with a 
gain for the first time in several 
months, the line registering 248, as 
against 232 in September, 1928.

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Exhaust Heaters 

UBLIC service motor vehicles, buses and taxicabs have

But we wonder exactly 
how far the body went in assessing the danger from this 
cause. In a modern exhaust heater the escape of carbon 
monoxide into the interior of a vehicle is practically im- 
possible.

volatile and dangerous fluid 
when not properly handled, to drip on a hot exhaust pipe 
and so cause a fire. Lives have been lost in this way. Care- 
lessness has even caused the explosion of a fuel tank on a 
motor vehicle. But the possibility of such occurrences, 
horrible as they are, has not caused a demand that gasoline 
be abandoned as a fuel for motor cars. Accidents due to 
carelessness in driving are a matter of daily record. Even 
public service vehicles have been crumpled up in accidents 
caused by their drivers’ lack of proper caution and passen- 
gers have been killed. Would any one suggest that we 
abandon the use of public service vehicles on the highway 
for this reason. 
Frankly, we wonder whether the Public Service Com- 
mission has got off on the right foot in this ruling. 


Russian Industrialism 

MERICAN business today keenly interested in 

development of Russian industrialism. It sees a huge 
market in the making and is anxious to stake out its claim 
to whatever part of that market it can hope to obtain. 
Already Russia is a market for many classes of American 
products and it will be more of a one as time goes on. And 
one of the principal classes of American goods that the 
Soviet is purchasing is automotive. 

However, to the far-seeing man the chief interest in 
Russian development today is not so much its purchases at 
the moment or even its prospective buying power. The real 
interest lies in the attempts that the Soviet authorities are

making to industrialize the vast country that once owed 
allegiance to the Czar. 
The Soviet authorities are making strenuous efforts 


to create an industrial state. They are building factories 
and buying machinery. They are hiring brains, American 
production brains among others. They have realized the 
value of motor equipment and are trying to build a Russian 
automotive industry. 

In the present frame of mind of the Soviets, an indus- 
try which could supply the vast man power of the Russian 
state with munitions of war, would probably be a distinct 
menace to the rest of the world. 

One of the obstacles that the Soviets are struggling with 
in the creation of an industrial country is the attitude of 
labor. In Russia factory labor is the ruling class, not in 
numbers but in power. The patient peasants outnumber 
the workers enormously, but the men from bench and work- 
room have the army and the arms. In the conduct of state- 
owned industries the workers demand and receive a far 
greater degree of authority than would be tolerated here. 
The result is a lack of efficiency which has astonished 
American industrial operators visiting Russia. Plants are 
never finished in the time given and they invariably cost 


more than the estimates. Production never equals the) 
quotas set. Nevertheless, in spite of mistakes and ineffi-| 
ciency, Russia is striving earnestly to create industry and! 


thinking men will watch the development carefully.

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Dealer Says Factories 


Can Solve Used Car Issue 


Editor Automotive Daily News: 

At the risk of seeming a bore, I 
am addressing you on the subject 
that every dealer in the country is 
thinking about, night and day, be- 
cause it is the one thing that keeps 
most of them from making money. 
I refer to the used car problem. 

Whether the used car problem is 
a basic cause, which I don’t think it 
is, or merely a symptom that comes 
from something else, doesn’t matter. 
It is the effect that the unfortunate 
dealer gets. and unless we can find 
a solution for it there are going to 
be a lot less automobile dealers in 
this country than there are now. 

Nine-tenths of all dealers will 
agree with me that the used car is 
a problem simply because the fac- 
tories that sell them their new car 
lines demand that they take more 
cars than they can sell on a busi- 
ness-like basis. When you have got 
to sell more cars than your territory 
can absorb, the only way you can 
do it is by trading in used cars at 
discounts that wipe out your profits 
and leave you sick and tired of the 
automobile business. 

I am a dealer. and if I could get 
out the money I have put into my 
business I wouldn't be one for two 
days. I made money the first part 
of this year, but the end of the year 
is going to see me in the red, and 
the only reason is because the fac- 
tory has made me take more cars 
than I could sell properly. 

At the beginning of every year 
we find all the producing companies 
setting schedules, most of them 
higher than the year. before. Factory 
|men will tell you that the industry 
|is going to try and build too manv 
|}cars. They will say that it is all 
wrong. But then they always end by 
telling you that it is the other fac- 
tory that ought to let up. They have 
only scheduled just the number of 
cars that the public is actually going 
to demand. It’s the old story. It’s 
always the other fellow who is mak- 
ing the mistake. 

I believe that a little co-operation 
among the automobile manufactur- 
|ers would eliminate all this trouble 


;and would put the used car back | 


where it belongs as a perfectly good 
piece of merchandise that can be 
| made to yield a small profit instead 
lof being a liability. The automobile 
|industry has an organization, the

NEAR R. R. LEVEL 


Car Dealer Makes Air 
Tour Average 10c. 
Per Mile 


PONTIAC, Mich., Oct. 16.—The 

expense of travel by commer- 
plane is being reduced to a 
point where it soon will match 
the cost per mile of individual 
railroad transportation. it is de- 
clared by S. H. Adler, president of 
*S. H. Adler, Inc., Oakland-Pontiac 
dealer at Monroe, La., who recent- 
ly visited the Oakland Motor Car 
Company at Pontiac, Mich., durin 
an air journey of 5,600 miles. 

Mr. Adler's “air fare’’ for the 
entire trip totaled $602, or 10%4 cenis 
per mile. This compares with an 
average cost of between 3 and 4 
cents per mile for travel by rail. 

Mr. Adler's route took him from 
Monroe, La., to Dallas, Oklahoma 
City, Kansas City, Chicago, Colum- 
bus, Philadelphia, Washington, New 
York. Then he hopped to Pitts- 
burgh to attend the wedding of a 
niece and thence to Detroit and 
Pontiac where he conferred with 
Oakland factory executives. He flew 
home by a more direct route. The 
entire air tour involved fifty-two 
and five-tenths flying hours. On all 
the stages of his journey Mr. Adler

‘Trucks Gain 28.1% in 
19 Cities; Cars Gain 
12.5% in 25 Cities 


By JOHN C. WESTMORE 

Los Angeles, Oct. 16.—That com- 
mercial car sales as compared with 
automobile registrations will show 
mearly twice as large percentage 
gains over 1928 in August and 50 
per cent. higher increase “to date” 
than those of the latter is indi- 
cated by the figures set forth in 
the accompanying table. ° 

In August the gain in motor truck 
sales in nineteen’ representative 
cities was 28.1 per cent., as com- 
pared with a 12.5 per cent. increase 
for passenger cars in twenty-five 
cities. “To date” comparative per- 
centage increases were 52.7 per cent. 
for the former as against 35.8 per 
cent. for the latter. 





Compared with an August pas-| 
senger car sales drop from July 
of 15.2 per cent. the commercial 
car falling off from the preceding 
month was only 8.8 per cent. In a@ 
word, it is easy to see that in the | 
matter of percentage gains over | 
1928 those of motor trucks are still |

Eliminated 


OW do you handle your 
H mail? To the smaller 
jobber this question is of no 
great moment, but in the 
larger wholesale  establish- 
ments there is no one phase 
of office control that calls for 
more careful thought. 

Proper handling of the daily 


grist of circulars, advertisements 
complaints and the always unsactis- 





factory number of orders which 
come to every jobbing house can 
accomplish wonders in speeding up 
the day's work just as_ careless 
handling can result in expensive 
lost motion 

An excellent example of how to 
handle mail is set by the Wetmore- 
Savage Company of Boston, one 
of the largest automotive and elec- 
trical jobbers in the East 

First of all everything that 
comes from the postoffice goes t 
a central mail desk Here it is 
opened hy several clerks and sorted 
roughly into the divisions: order 
*~heck eneral correspondence and 

These are all stamped with the 
receiving date, following which they 
ro to the office head, who sorts and 

mnps them with the initials of th 
department heads to which each in- 
dividual letter is forwarded 

The manager's mail, regardless of 
what it may be. goes to his secre- 
tary. Letters which she cannot an- 
swer go on the manager's desk, to- 
gether with all necessary informa- 
tion from the files, so he can 


analyze each letter at a glance and 
indicate cn each by briefly written 
instructions how his secretary is to 
handle it. 

This method makes it possible 
for the manager to go through his 
entire mail in a few minutes and 
know that it is taken care of to the 
smallest detail the same day it ar- 
rives—a very important point. 

The large number of orders re- 
ceived in every mail go to the 
sales depariment, where a clerk 
edits them for price, whether they 


are written correctly or not, 
whether the articles wanted are 
in stock and any other details 


that may be necessary. 

This is a very import operation 
and many misunderstandings and 
much time saved later by having 
these orders edited in this manner 
No acknowledgement of these or- 
ders is made to the customer. 

Following the editing, the corres- 
pondence orders again go to the 
head clerk. From here they are dis- 
tributed te a number of girls, who 
immediately post them up on a 
billing macnine. They are then sent 
to the credit department for check- 
ing 

Such is the perfection of this sys- 
tem that usually by 9.30 in the 
morning all that day’s mail orders

All invoices received in the mail 
go to “figure” girls, so called, be- 


cause their job is to check the fig- 
ures on the invoices. They com- 
pletely check every invoice. 

All letters are answered the 
same day as received, if that is 
possible, and, because of the sys- 
tem used, most letters can be as 
promptly attended to. Dicta- 
phones are used and the chief 
clerk distributes these rolls to the 
typists. 

All claim and credit letters are 
written and followed up the same 
day and filed as regularly. As far 
as possible, al} matters are attended 
to within twenty-four hours. 

Back orders are made out on the 
day following receipt of the original 
order, and these are followed up 
systematically by means of a chron- 
ological and alphabetical file, with 
the resux% that the moment the re- 
quired merchandise is available, all 
back orders are filled. Back orders 
figure very prominently in every 
jobbing business, and it is very im-

Is Dash Operated! 


NEW four-wheel hydraulic jack, | 

driven by the engine and cons | 
trolled from the dash of the car, | 
has been developed by the Superior | 
Hydraulic Jack Company, 95 Web- | 
ster Ave., Long Island City, N. Y. 
The device is the invention of B. 
Goldman, president of the company, 
and consists of four independent 
hydraulic jacks permanently at- 
tached to the chassis and connected 
with a compressor operated by the | 
car engine. 

The jacks are said to be light in 
weight and when not in service are 
carried in a horizontal position close 
to the axle, where they do not in- 
terfere with the road clearance of 
the car. 

Each jack, according to the mak- 
ers, has a lift of ten inches and each 
may be operated independent of the 
other through a selective dial contro] 
mounted on the dash of the car. 

The action of the device is de- 
scribed by the makers as follows: 
In event of a flat on the left rear 
wheel, the operator turns the dial | 
pointer to that position as indicated 
on the dial. This action drops the 
left rear wheel jack to a lifting 
position and the wheel is lifted as 
the pressure is built up in the jack 
cylinder by the engine. 

The foot of the jack is mounted 
to the lifting shaft by a ball and 
socket joint. so that the foot may 
accommodate itself to any inequali- 
ties in the road surface. When the

Universal | Shifter | 
Uses Motor Vacuum’ 


HE Universal Gear Shift Cor- 

poration of New Haven, Conn. 
has brought out a_ steering-wheel 
shift control in which the power re- 
quired for shifting is provided by 
the motor vacuum. 

Before installimg the Vac gear 
shift it is necessary to remove the 
old gear shift handle with its ac- 
companying transmission cover 
plate, which carries the forks and 
the slides used for actual shifting 
gears by means of the handle. 

The new transmission cover is 
placed on the transmission, using the 
same bolts and bolt holes as used 
with the transmission cover plate 
that came with the car. 

The Vac cover plate contains 
slides and forks with a _ positive 
locking device and a lever swings 
over to the left that is coupled up 
with the clutch pedal. 

Two cylinders, 3'2 
ameter and about 9 inches long. 
are attached to the permanent 
floor boards of the car and con- 
necting rods are brought from the 
ends of these cylinder pistons to 
the levers actuating the slides in 
the cover plate. 

Copver tubing is then attached to 
the ends of the tubes protruding 
thropgh the partition between the 
engine compartment and the driving 
compartment and attached to the

ends of the cylinders. Another tube 
goes from the intake manifold oi 
the engine to one of the five pipes 
coming from the valve 

The pistons in the cylinders are 
actuated by vacuum from the mani- 
fold of the engin2 up to the valve 
and there distributed to one of the 
other four pipes back to one of the 
tour ends of the two cylinders. 

The two cylinders are double act- 
ing. The spring device in the ends 
of the cylinders will bring the pis- 
ton back to a perfect neutral, thus 
bringing the levers and the forks 
back to neutral. 

Gears are brought into mesh by 
vacuum pulling the piston in the 
cylinder forward or back as the case 
may be, one cylinder working first 
and reverse, the other cylinder 
working second and third. 

The locking device, which is con- 
trolled from the clutch pedal. will 
not permit shifting unless the clutch 
pedal is depressed. In other words. 
one can shift the Vac gear shift by 
shifting exactly as done by the old 
handa-shifting lever; that is, de- 
pressing the clutch pedal and, while 
the pedal is down, keeping the 
hands still on the wheel and in a 
movement of the finger. by which 
the small selection lever is moved 
from one notch to another. the ac- 
tion taking place with the move- 
ment of the hand lever. Or one 
mav set the quadrant and when 
that speed is desired, depressing 
the clutch pedal releases the lock 
of the slides in the cover plate, the 
vacuum then moving the _ pistons 
and the forks to the gears selected.

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Ford to Install New 
Turbine Generator 


HE most modern turbine gener- 
ator so far conceived, rated 
110,000 kilowatts, is to be installed 
by the Ford Motor Company in the 
power-generating station of its 
River Rouge plant at Fordson, 
Mich. This machine, involving 
many novel and unusual features of 
design, will represent the last word 
in up-to-date generating equip- 
ment. Its tremendous electric out- 
put. far exceeding the rating of any 
existing prime mover used for in- 
dustria] purposes, will be used in 
the manufacture of Ford automo- 
biles ; 

The new machine represents in- 
teresting departures in design and 
construction. It is a vertical com- 
pound unit, and is the first large 
machine to be made to this design. 
The high-pressure turbine and 
generator will be mounted directly 
on top of the low-pressure turbine 
and generator, resulting in the most 
compact unit yet proposed. Each 
element has a capacity of 55,000 
kilowatts. 

This will be one of the first im- 
portant turbine installations in the 
world designed to use steam at 4 
pressure of 1,200 pounds exclusively. 
As a result of using this high pres- 
sure, less coa] will be needed to pro- 
duce a given electric output. 

One of the important features of 
the design—of particular value in 
the Ford plant, where floor space 1s 
at a premium—is the small amount 
of space which will be taken up by 
the new unit. The general dimen- 
sions include a length of 57 feet 6 
inches, a maximum width of 23 feet 
and a little less than 21 feet over- 
all height from the floor. The ar- 
proximate weight is 2,000,000 pounds. 
The space to be occupied is less 
than a quarter of a cubic foot re! 
kilowatt of output. 

Two older generating units, rated 
12.500 kilowatts each, are to be 
moved out to make room for the 
new machine. The superseded tur- 
bine generators were built and in- 
stalled by the General Electric Com- 
pany in 1921, and have given ex- 
cellent service since installation 
Striking evidence of the improved 
design of the new machine is that. 
in spite of its tremendously greater 
output, it will occupy approximately 
the same floor space in the power 
plant as did the two older vnits 
and produce, instead of 25,000 kilo- 
watts, 110,000 kilowatts. Consider- 
ably more than twice as many kilo- 
watts will be generated for a square 
foot of floor area than in any other 
recent large power installation. 

The new machine will use approx- 
imately 50 per cent. less coal to pro- 
duce a given number of kilowatt 
hours than the units which will be 
removed, and it will require less

‘Oxweld 2-Stage Unit 
For Even Pressure 


HE Oxweld Acetylene Company, 

New York city, has added to the 
Prest-O-Weld line a two-stage oxy- 
gen regulator, designed to eliminate 
fluctuation in working oxygen pres- 
sures This regulator,. which is 
designated the type R-109, incorpo- 
rates the stem-type valves. which 
have proved extremely satisfactory 
in single-stage regulators 

The chief feature of the improved 
design is two-stage pressure reduc- 
tion, accomplished through the me- 
dium of two independent sets of 
dianhragms. valves and_= springs. 
Instead of reducing the full cylin- 
der pressure of about 2,000 pounds 
per square inch down to working 
pressure, which is often only a few 
pounds per square inch. in one 
stage, the R-109 regulator reduces 
through this wide range in two 
stages. In the first stage the cvylin- 
der pressure reduced through a 
non-adjustable reducing valve to 
about 175 pounds per square inch 

Leaving the first stage the oxygen 
passes to a second valve and dia- 
phragm assembly, where the pres- 
sure is reduced to that desired by 
the operator, the second-stage re- 
ducing valve being adjustable by 
means of the hand wheel Thus, 
instead of reducing the full cylinder

When the pressure in the cylin- 
der falls below about 175 pounds per 
square inch, the first-stage valve 
remains fully open. It is thus au- 
tomatically cut out of the svstem 
and the second-stage valve and dia- 
phragm only are operative The 
type R-109 regulator will operate 
with equal efficiency whether the 
oxygen cylinder is full or nearly 
empty. and the working pressure 
will remain constant 

Trouble sometimes experienced in 
the past from opening cylinder 
valves with the adjusting screw of

tendency toward returning to the 
rounded type is being noted. The 
crescent type was, of course, the one 
which reduced or became thinner 
as the tread was brought down over 
the side wall The flatter treads, 
however, are doubtful advantages 
in relation to actual increased wear 
although this type presents the most 
rugged appearance which has been 
in the highest demand by the tire 
ccnsumers. It is interesting vo note 
that popular demard such as this 
takes precedence over scientiiik 
methods, but the type seems to be 
rapidly changing from the squure 
tread with tho flat inside air cham- 
ber with the rounded type taking 
its place. this being especially true 
in the heavy bus balloon tires 
.* Smithers used slides in illustrating

J. C. Sproull of the Goodyear tire- 
testing division gave a paper on 
“Indoor and Outdcor Tire Testing.’ 
explaining the types of machines 
and tests used with their advan- 
tages and disadvantages 
Indoor testing machines are of 
two types. the internal and external 
drum machine. the latter being the 
most popular. This type was used as 
early as 1905. when the _ chassis 
rested on the road wheel, but due 
to the springs and other variations 
of the chassis the method was in- 
consistent 
In 1918 Gocdrich developed a new 
type. which has now become the 
government testing wheel, being ap- 
proximately 17 feet in length, clcsely 
grooved and having °,-inch high 
obstructions equally spaced The 
machine runs 30 miles per hour 
giving 27.000 revolutions to the tire 
in that time.and a hook-up with a 
Toledo scale shows the weight on 
the tire as well as serving tor a con- 
stant weictht check 
“The advantages of these indoor 
testers are as follows. Sproul said 
“Test conditions are always under 
control, accidents are avoidable and 
frequent inspection possible The 
machines give quick results, the ccst 
is small and any manufacturing de- 
fects. such as cracking, etc., are ac- 





curately found It has disadvan- 
tages. however, as it cannot show 
resistance to road cuts and does not

show the results of the varied cli- 
matic conditions or road materials 

“The vressure applied to the tires 
imbeds “he obstruction in the tire 
as it revolves. there being no springs 


on the machines. They are inspect- 
ed daily 29nd run each tire approxi- 
mately 720 miles each day, it being 


found that 4,000 miles on the indoor 
tire testers will bring to light any 
defects in its construction, three 
days usually showing such defects, 
while five and a half days is all 
that is required for a full test 

“Originally the tires were run 
to failure, but it is practically im- 
possible then to find where the 
original defect was and so trace 
its course. Of course, such tests 
do not show the real wear as ob- 
tained in actual road testing. 

“It is agreed that outdoor tests 
are necessary, but that they are not 
a real service test, as the average 
consumer expects a tire to run ap- 
preximately two years, and this 
length of time is impossible for tire 
companies to duplicate. As a mat- 
ter of fact. only one tire in every 
15,090 can be road tested, and this 
varies in accordance with the 
budget appropriated by the _ indi-
